FLAT SADDLES. 

„Firat as to the flat, generally though erro- 
neously known as the English saddle. There 
are a lage number of true English saddles in 
use, but a very large percentage bearing this 
name are not in any proper sense English. 
The English saddle is used principally for 
park riding, and forthe purpose of showing 
off the horse is about the best made. It is 
nearly flat, showing a very low pommel, 
séarcely any cantle, and with flaps without 
knee rolls. The saddle, like the English in 
other respects, but with a heavy knee roll, is 
much used, but should be credited to Austra- 
lia, where it originated and not to England, 
The Australian saddle is not as neat as the 
English, but gives a much firmer seat, es- 
pecially with a plunging horse, OF an 
unbroken colt.
